and crying, Marie Bernardo, the Ital- 
ian murderess, was taken yesterday in 
the matron's carriage from Mt Car- 
mel hospital to the Ohio Penitentiary, 
to serve out her life sentence, which 
was interrupted by approaching ma- 
tfernity. Moved by efforts of l?ading 
women in Ohio, the authorities had 
permitted the acorouchement to take 
place in the hospital that the bal/e 
might not be born behind prison walls 


The young mother had to be torn 


from the cradle of her offspring. 
It 


was one of the most pathetic scenes 
ever witnessed in Mt. Carmel hospital. 
An hour had elapsed before the peni- 
tentiary deputies succeeded in placing 
her in the matron's carriage.

The procession in which the Catho- 


lics of this city will 
take part

Good Friday, April 17, suggests that 
an article on this subject instructive 
and useful, might be read with inter- 
est. Processions are solemn marche» 
of the people and clerg> for the pur- 
pose of honoring God iu a special 
manner either iby prayer or sacrifice, 
or in memory of some great event 
that redounds to His. glory. They are 
also symbols of the life of man on 
earth, which is referred 
to in Hoiy 


Writ as a pilgrimage. Their antiquity 
goes back as far as history, and the 
Scriptures give us accounts of several 
very imposing proce'ssion. Thus in 
II. Kings 6, we read of the grand pxo- 
cession which was conducted by Da- 
vid when he removed- the Ark of the 
Covenant from the house of Ablna- 
dab to that of Obededom, 
and the 


still more imposing 
procession 
b> 


Solomon when he removed the Ark to 
the temple of Jerusalem, of which we 
find a history in III. Kings, chapter S. 
(Besides these read Exod. 15; Judith 
15 and 16; Esther 4; Jael 2, etc.) 


•Coming down to Christianity we 


have the history of several great pro- 
cessions which were 
conducted an- 


nually in the churches and to holy 
places in every country throughout 
Christendom. 
We have them in al- 


most evpry church and chapel of our 
own country in 
honor of the Real 


Presence of Christ in the Blessed Sac- 
rament or in honor of the varioup 
stages of Christ's sufferings 
aiid 


death; and it is to honor the latter 
that the proposed procession will oc- 
cur if the weather permit it. 


When properly conducted, proces- 


sions must produce salutary impres- 
sions on the minds of ihe people who 
participate in them, because they are 
a picture of the life 
of roan past, 


present and future. 
We come from 


God and we are again journeying to- 
wards Him and this fact is brought 
out forcibly by the procession which 
first of all sta'-ts from 
the church 


where God dwells, and again returns 
to the church as to its terminus. The 
cross which is the symbol of our re- 
demption and the standard of Jesus 
Christ, is carried-at the head of the 
procession, forcibly reminding us" of 
the words of our 
Ix>rd, "Unless you 


take up you cross and follow me, you 
cannot ibe my disciple." "I am the 
way, 
the truth and the life. He that 


followeth me, -walketh not in dark- 
ness." It also recalls the words of 
St. Paul which every true Christian 
should be proud to proclaim: "God 
forbid that I should glory in aught 
save the cross of Christ by which the 
world is crucified to me and I to the 
v/orld." In fine, processions are liv- 
ing sermons by which we are taught 
to follow in the footsteps of our Di- 
vine Master, bearing like Him our 
cross with the hope of a future im- 
mortal life in urion with Him in the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 


In the event that the -weather be 


inclement and unsuited for the pro- 
posed outdoor procession, the stations 
of the cross will be performed in St. 
Francis de Sales church at 3 p. m., 
and the sermon preached there imme- 
diately after.

the three months and a half the legis- 
lature has been In session, 897 bills 
have been Introduced, and 74 have 
passed and been signed by the gov- 
ernor up to April 10. Of this num- 
ber 15 originated In the senate and 
59 in the house. In addition 240 have 
been reported by committees and are 
awaiting their fate at the hands of 
the tw» houses. The remainder, about 
670. are either still buried in com- 
mittees of have been lost by the way- 
side. This so angered the senators, 
for they saw that 
the 
Republican 


house was deliberately playing "shin- 
ny" with bills passed by the senate, 
that they determined on a course of 
retaliation. 
It didn't look to them 


like a "square deal" that the house 
should have enacted only 15 of the 
bills passed by the senate while the 
senate had passed 59 of the houses' 
measures, so they adopted by com- 
mon consent a plan to rebuke the 
house for its 
manifest unfairness. 


Although the senate "calendar is full 
of house bills, the house has taken no 
more notice of bills that 
are half 


enacted than at the beginning of the 
session. The senators could see that 
the house calendar is lumbered up 
with house bills and that most of the 
bills passed by the senate are being 
strangled by the house committees to 
which the same were-referred. This 
Is why the senate departed from the 
regular order of bills on the calendar

Magnificent Ceremonies In St. Peter'* 


Commemorate the Risen Christ. 


In Rome, as might be expected, Easter 


Sunday is celebrated with elaborate 
ceremonies. The day is ushered la by 
the firing of cannon from the castle of 
St Angelo, and about 7 o'clock car 
rlages with ladies aud gentlemen are 
beginning to pour toward St Peter's 
That magnificent basilica is richly 
decorated for the occasion, the altars 
are freshly ornamented, and the lights 
around the tomb and figure of St. Pe 
ter are blazing after their temporary 
extinction. 


According to usage, the pope offlci 


ates this day at mass in St Peter's 
and he does so with every imposing ac 
cessory that can be devised. From a 
hall in the adjoining palace of the 
Vatican he is borne into the church 
under circumstances of the utmost 
splendor. Seated In his sedia gesta- 
torla, his vestments blaze with gold 
On his head he wears the tiara, a tall 
round gilded cap representing a triple 
crown, which is understood to signify 
spiritual power, temporal power and 
the union of both. 
Beside him are 


borne the flabelli, or laige fans, com 
posed of ostrich feathers, in which are 
set the eye-like parts of peacock? 
feathers, to signify the eyes of vigil- 
ance of the church. Over him is borne 
a silk canopy richly fringed. After of- 
ficiating at mass at the high altar the 
pope is, with the same ceremony and 
to the sound of music, borne back 
through the crowded church to the bal- 
cony over the central doorway. There, 
rising from his chair of state and en- 
vironed by his principal officers, he pro- 
nounces a benediction, -with indulgence 
and absolution. This is the most im- 
posing of all the ceremonies at Home 
at this season. 
On the evening of 


Easter Sunday the dome and other ex- 
terior parts of St. Peter's are beautiful- 
ly illuminated with lamps.—New York 
Herald.
